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• In the Spring of 2022, the Town of Bennett and University of Colorado 
Denver, graduate student Steve King conducted a research study into 
public safety and the fear of crime in town. This project was initiated 
in response to a perceived increase in crime in the area.

• This project included:
• Review of literature on “fear of crime”

• Analysis of local crime data

• Community survey 

• Resident focus group
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According to data collected from the Adams County Sheriffs Office a total of 1562 crimes were 
reported between June 13, 2021 and June 12, 2022 
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• There is often a mismatch between levels of crime and the fear of
becoming a victim of crime. It is not uncommon to find individuals
who suffer little or no crime but yet who are still fearful of some
future crime. Alternately, a place or region might see an increase in
crime over time while the fear of crime remains unchanged.

• There is no standardized measurement for the fear of crime and
researchers argue this is due to conceptual ambiguity.

• The research instrument used to conduct this study evaluated the
respondent sense of social cohesion, social disorganization, risk of
personal victimization and satisfaction with local law enforcement.
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"Honestly, I think the lighting is 

substandard. I shouldn't have the hair on 

the back of my neck go straight up 

because I'm walking down the street at 

night" (Participant #2)

"It feels like we've gone from a 

sense of community and knowing 

your neighbors to all these new 

residents who aren’t vested in the 

community” (Participant #1)

“There is never a Arapahoe cop in 

our area and the one Adams cop is 

responsible for everything north of 

the highway from Watkins to Deer 

Trail.” (Participant #4)

Street Lighting Social Cohesion Patrol Frequency
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Our review of strategies and their impact on 
fear of crime has found modest to strong 
evidence in support of 

• Neighbor to neighbor contact → reduces 
fear.

• Reducing crime→ reduces fear (sometimes).

• Police visibility → reduces fear (sometimes).

• Street lighting → reduces fear.

• Police-citizen contact → reduces fear.

• Public confidence in police → reduces fear.
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• Target Fear by working with county sheriff
partners to continue to measure and analyze
fear of crime in a systematic approach.

• Reducing Fear by applying tailored responses-
specific to the nature and causes of fear of
crime as revealed through information and
analysis.
